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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caywood, Jr. 
(3,514,650), Singh (4,186,316), and Gurrieri (5,559,386). 

Regarding claim 1, Caywood, Jr. shows a variable reluctance resolver (Figure 4) 
having a rotor which comprises a noncircular core and which is rotatably supported 
inside a stator (40) with a gap therebetween, the shape of the rotor being such that the 
gap permeance, which is based on the gap, varies according to a sine function of the 
rotational angle (column 1 , lines 10-20), wherein each salient pole (64, 66) of the rotor 
has a center which is offset by a prescribed offset distance in the radial direction from 
the center of the rotor, and the outer peripheral shape of each salient pole comprises by 
an arc of a circle of radius r which is centered on the center of the salient pole and 
which does not extend to the inner peripheral surface of the stator. 

Singh and Gurrieri and also show all of the limitations of the claimed invention in 
claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

5. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Caywood, Jr. 

Regarding claim 2, Caywood, Jr. discloses the claimed invention except for the 
radius Rr = A cos(phi) + square root of {r 2 -A 2 sin 2 (phi)} = A cos(theta/N) + square root 
of{i^-A 2 sin 2 (theta/N)}. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to set the radius Rr = A cos(phi) + square root of {r 2 -A 2 sin 2 (phi)} = 
A cos(theta/N) + square root of { r 2 -A 2 sin 2 (theta/N)}, since it has been held that 
discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in 
the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 
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Regarding claim 3, Caywood, Jr. discloses the claimed invention except for the 
gap delta = Rs - A cos(phi) - square root of {r 2 -A 2 sin 2 (phi)} = Rs - A cos(theta/N) + 
square root of { r 2 -A 2 sin 2 (theta/N)}. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to set the gap delta = Rs - A cos(phi) - square root of {r 2 -A 2 sin 2 
(phi)} = Rs - A cos(theta/N) + square root of { r 2 -A 2 sin 2 (theta/N)}, since it has been 
held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only 
routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980).
